Applicants submit that an antibody to lymphotoxin-p-receptor and a lymphotoxin- 
P-receptor/Ig fusion protein are members of a single genus of invention, namely an 
antagonist to the lymphotoxin-p-receptor (i.e. LT-p-R blocking agent). Applicants 
respectfully request that the species be rejoined.
